The Water Lines Revolutionizing Freight 
Rates to the East. 

Sax Francisco, Aug. 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The operations of 
rival clipper ship lines doing business 
between here and New York have led to 
‘alarge increase in the freight ship- 
ments both eastbound and westbound.

The Crew of a Trading Vessel Pat to Death 
; by Poison. 

San Fraxcisco, Aug. 12.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] The brig Galilee ar- 
rived today from Tahiti and Marquesas 
islands, bringing further particulars of 
the murder of the crew of old King Po- 
meres’ former yacht and the subsequent 
capture of the murderers: After the 
King of Tahiti died, his yacht was sold 
and was loaded for a trading voyage. 
The mate, named Roedgue, and his 
brother were the only white men on 
board. After trading some time, the 
brothers took the vessel’s cook into 
their confidence and all others on the 
vessel were poisoned, their bodies 
thrown overboard and the vessel headed 
for King’s Mill Islands. The cook had 
a quarrel there with the brothers over 
money matters and informed the au- 
thorities of the murder. The Roedgue 
brothers were arrested and placed on 
board a Spanish man-of-war and, to- 
gether with the cook, were removed to 
Tahiti. At the time of the capture of 
the yacht the vessel had aboard about 
sixty tons of copra, one ton of pearl 
shell and $8000 in cash.

Trinipap (West Indies,) Aug. 12—]By 
Cable and Associated Press.] rran- 
cas on the Orinoco was captured by gov- 
ernment troops after a desperate fight 
yesterday.

New York, Aug., 18.—The Herald's 
Trinidad dispatch says: The Legalistas, 
some 4000 men strong, under com- 
mand of Gens. Hernandez and Gil, ap- 
peared before the city of Boliver 
early this morni and demanded 
of the commander of the government 
forces that he surrender. The reply 
was a prompt refusal. This precipi- 
tated an engagement. Hernandez and 
Gil at the head of their forces advanced 
on the position of the government 
troops and attacked with desperate 
courage and were resisted by equal 
vigor. Numbers told at last and the 
govermentals gave way slowly, contest- 
ing every inchof ground. It was not till 
Gens. Carrera, Acosta dnd Laudalta 
were killed at the head of their troops 
that the governmentals broke and re- 
tired from the field in much disorder, 
leaving on the fiéld nearly 500 men 
dead.

Topping Corn. 
{American Cultivator.] 

Whoever nowadays sees corn topped? 
Yet itis within the memory of those 
now living when in many sections that 
was the common method of securing the 
crop. It was argued by the farmers 
that the corn ripened better for allow- 
ing the sunlight to rest on the ears, 
and secondly, that the tops cut off above 
the ear were the only part of the corn- 
stalk worth saving. It is true cattle 
did eat these toppings in winter, but it 
is not strange that corn fodder was not 
much relied upon for winter feeding. 
There was not much of it saved, and the 
best part, the middle of the stalk about 
where the ear forms, was always left to 
waste inthe field. After standing for 
months exposed to all kinds of weather, 
cattle would not eat the coarse stalks 
left after the topping. Byand by some 
one thought to try the cow’s opinion. 
It is always the same. Break off every 
ear and pass a cornstalk before the 
cow. She will reach for the middle, 
crunching it in her mouth, and doubling 
up the stalk as she chews on it. When 

e has eaten all she likes she bites off 
the ends, being the extreme top and 
the coarser lower part. Any one who 
has watched a cow eat cornstalks will 
never waste good fodder by topping 
corn. Besides, it is now known that 
tke corn yield is lessened, and no ad- 
vantage is gained in early ripening. 


Moulting Hens.

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Prof. Koebele’s New Bugs. 
Horticultural Commissioner John 
Scott is apprehensive that the recent 
rather glowing report published in the 
San Francisco papers, and republished 
here, concerning the new parasites im- 
ported from Australia by Prof. Koebele 
to prey upon the reg and black scale, 
may do more harm than good to our 
horticultural interests, The lady birds 
with long Latin names would doubtless 
eat the scale with as good apetite here 


difficulty seems to be in accli- 
them. As readers of Tun Times 
have been informed, Prof. Koebele sent 
on aconsignment or two of the bugs 
soon after his arrival in the Antipodes. 


| Very few of them reached here alive, 


and these, notwithstanding the most 
careful attention lavished upon them, 
have failed to propagate and multiply. 
They have been colonized in trees 
in the open air, under tents and 
a glass jar in the  Horti- 
cultural Commissioners’ office. Prof. 
Coguillette, a- most thorough entomolo- 
gist, has nursed them with great assid- 
uity, but he has failed to find what is 
lacking to make them flourish. When 
the female lady bird lays her eggs she 
very soon yieldsup the ghost. The eggs 
should hatch out some hundreds of 
young and thus carry the species forward 
in rapidly augmenting numbers. Thus 
far, however, in the glass case under ob- 
servation, there have been eight deaths 
and only two new-comers. This looks 
anything but promising. An investiga- 
tion of the out-door stations which was 
made by the Horticultural Commissioner 
and several other gentlemen yesterday 
gives no better prospect. Only eight 
of the new bugs and a few eggs were 
discovered. 

It is possible that Prof. Koebele may 
have gained some information from his 
personal inspection of the lady bird in 
her native haunts which will enable 
him to propagate the parasites here. 
If so his labors and the bright promises 
thus far held out will not be in vain. 
He should be given every opportunity 
to make the experiment a success, and 
every horticulturist will wish him well. 
If parasites can be introduced which 
will clear out the red, black San José 
and other scales as successfully as the 
vedalia cleared out the cottony cushion 
scale, it Will be worth hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to the horticultural in- 
terests of the State. 

Meanwhile, howeyer, it is not con- 
sidered.advisable for our orchardists to 
place every dependence in the new ven- 
ture which has started out so badly. 
Those who have infested orchards 
would do well to proceed with fumiga- 
tions or washes to keep a check on the 
pests. 

The County Supervisors have recently 
provided the Horticultural Commis- 
sioner with tents and other apparatus 
Aor fumigating with hydrocianic gas. 
It is proposed to furnish a crew of men 
and the necessary chemicals at cost and 
charge only 10 or 15 per cent. on the 
value of the plant for wear and tear. 
This will bring the expense of fumigat- 
ing down to a minimum cost, and every 
fruit-grower can afford to avail him- 
self of this precautionary measure. It 
is betterto fumigate where there is 


| occasion for it than to await the issue 


of an uncertain experiment with the 
lady birds. While not neglecting the 
means at hand for keeping the pests in 
check, we may subsequently take every 
advantage of the parasites if Prof. 
Koebele succeeds in acclimating them. 


Testing the Gerrymander in 
York. 

Encouraged by the non-partisan de- 
cisions rendered in Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan throwing out the iniquitous Demo- 
cratic gerrymander, judicial proceed- 
ings are to be pressed by Republicans at 
Rochester, N. Y., to test the constitu- 
tionality of the Legislative apportion- 
ment act in that State. As the consti- 
tutions of New York and Michigan -are 
almost identical in their provisions con-

Senator Hill was freely quoted as ad- 
vising that no notice be taken of them. 
“If the supervisors of Monroe county,“ 
he said, evidently thinking that he was 
saying something very shrewd, ‘‘do not 
want to rearrange their county, let 
them alone; there will be three less 
Republicans in the Legislature next 
winter.“ But the Michigan decision, 
unanimously annulling the gerrymander 
in that State, coming on top of the 
Wisconsin decision annulling a similar 
outrage in that State, both on the 
ground of gross inequalities in repre- 
sentation and of a flagrant abuse of the 
Legislature's discretion in apportioning 
seats, has given pause to these easy- 
going Democratic rogues. They are 
not sd much inclined to be funny.

Profitable Oranges. 

Col. J; R. Dobbins of Alhambra has 
just delivered his crop ‘of Valencia 
oranges free on board cars at that place 
at $4 per box. From 180 trees, 8 
years old, he realizes $2400 gross, or 
$2000 after paying all expenses. The 
Valencia (sometimes called the Du Roi) 
is the latest orange to come into the 
market and generally is at its best in 


usual. Within the past two years a 
great many trees in nursery have been 
budded to this variety, and, a few years 
hence, there will be a considerable pro- 
‘duction of late oranges. It will not be 
advisable to plant too extensively of 
these trees, however, for the reason 
| that that they come to maturity in the 
midst of the deciduous fruit season, and 
the market might easily be overdone. 
For the present, however, a man who 
has a Valencia orchard in good bearing 
has a very profitable investment, as 
the transaction above noted shows. A 
‘profit of $2000 from an acre and a 
quarter or an acre and a half of or- 
chard is not to be sneezed at. :

January 28, he liberated eighty-two 
beetles. On the latter day, in addition 
to this number, he liberated 825 beetles 
in the open orchard, eight on February 
20 and twenty-seven on April 15, in all 
442 beetles of Orcus Chalybeus. And 
what is the ‘result? Simply this: The 
bugs have not multiplied at all; indeed, 
of the entire 442 it was with difficulty 
that a dozen of the beetles were to be. 
found, while but few ot the eggs and 
larv were tobe seen. 3 

The parasite of the woolly aphis (Leis 
Conformies) to the number of 170 were 


liberated in the apple orchard of Sam- 


uel McKinley on May 14, but a careful 
inspection failed to reveal a single spec- 

The next orchard visited was that of 
William Niles, on Washington street,

ated on May 14. Here the conditions 
for their breeding are exceptionally fa- 


vorable; the orchard is well protected 
from prevailing winds, while the trees 
are quite badly infested with yellow, 
red and black scale.

result of improper care. Possibly the

closely resembles this, that can hardly 


| be thecause. Orchardists who are most 
| familiar with the subject have no faith 
in the bugs as effectual parasites, and 
I place no hope of their ever provin 

effectual. The horticultural authori-,

their wonderful cannibalism, which 
actual experience has taught is at va-

Formal Arraignment of Torres, 
the Murderer.

His Examination Set for Tuesday 
Next, the 16th Inst. 


Every Precaution Taken for the 
Safe-keeping of the Prisoner. 


A Week of Political Meetings—Anaheim 
Fruit-growers Finding a Ready Sale 
for Their Product at Good Prices— 
A Well That is Bonanza, 


SANTA ANA, 

Francisco Torres breathed some easier 
yesterdey morning as gray dawn broke in 
the East and the birds began to sing in the 
large sycamore tree that stands just to the 
rear and south of the County Jail. His sus- 
pense, for ohe night at least, was over and 
he felt, no doubt, grateful for the -appear- 
ance of the first rays of a morning sun. 

The night passed quietly, although at dif- 
ferent times it looked a good deal like there 
would be a tragic demonstration before 
morning. It is reported that several indig- 
nation meetings were held during the early 
part of the night and that some of the rest- 
dents of the county who were present were 
inclined to favor the adoption of the Judge 
Lynch method of meting out justice to the 
criminal. Wiser heads prevailed, however, 
and no steps were taken for immediate ac- 
tion on that line. 

All night long the guards chatted pleas- 
antly together, passing the long morning 
hours as best they could under the circum- 
stances. The interior of the jail was so ar- 
ranged that the guards could have held 
their ground against almost any-sized mob. 
It was fortunate that no attempt was made 
to force an entrance to the jail, as such ac- 
tion on the part of the vigilantes would 
surely have resultedin the loss of life of 
perhaps a number of the residents of the 
county. 

At 9 o'clock Torres was taken before Jus- 
tice of the Peace George E. Freeman in the 
Superior courtroom, followed by a large 
crowd which completely packed the room. 
Torres took a seat on the east side of the 
room and could not refrain from casting 
searching glances over the room to discover 
countenances with which he was familiar. 

An interpretor was procured and the war- 
rant for his arrest read to him. He was 
charged with the crime of murder, and the 
trial set for Tuesday, August 16, after which 
he was committed to the care of the Sheriff, 
without bail. He was returned to his cell 
followed by 100 or more boys and men. 
Torres kept close to the officers, and seemed 
relieved when he had reached his cell. 

There has been a constant stream of visit- 
ors to the jail allday. Torres takes it all 


‘good-naturedly and rather seems pleased 


to know the people are so anxious to get a 
look at him, While he is rather diminu- 
tive in size he has a hard brutal face that 
marks its possessor a being of low mind, 
beastly passions, vicious habits and mur- 
derous 

While the officers feel there is no danger 
now from undue violence yet the guard will 
be maintained and every precaution taken 
to insure the safety of the prisoner and to 
further the ends of justice in a manner 
that would docredit to any civilized com- 
munity. 

According to the story claimed to have 
come from Torres, yesterday Detective 
Keno“ Wilson and George T. Insley were 
not more than one or two days behind him 
when he was arrested. Wilson and Insley 
left here last Tuesday afternoon, taking 
with them Francisco Bemia and another 
Mexican who is known to be a good moun- 
tain trailer, and going directly tothe San 
Jacinto Mountains, where they had every 
reason to believe Torres had gone. Bemia 
is of the same mixed breed that Tarres is 
from and knows him well. Bemia claims 
to have met Torres on the trail and that 
Torres told him he was going to an Indian 
wood campin the San Jacinto Mountains. 
After reaching this wood camp Tuesday 
night the officers found their game had dis- 
appeared, but they had good reasons for 
he had gone south, and were 
trailing in that direction when the news 
reached them of the villain’s capture at 
Mesa Grande. When Torres was first cap- 
tured he claimed to ex-Constable Wood to 
have been chopping wood back up in the 
mountains in an Indian’s camp. 

, POLITICAL MEETINGS.

The People's party, 
the Prohibitionists, the Democrats and the 
Republicans have all taken a hand in the 
organization of campaign clubs for effect- 
ive work in the fray.

The Republicans show but little, if any, in- 
clination to parley in the contest for nom- 
inations for local offices, but the sky over 
thé Democratic camp is darkening; the ele- 
ments are at war and the powers that be 
are struggling for supremacy. The storm 
is rapidly approaching, and unless its 
course 1s changed it will burstin on the 
party at the convention to select Demo- 
cratic nominess for county offices, and the 
peals of Democratic thunder t a will 
surely follow are likely to frighten the day- 
lights out of the more unboly ones,

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


~ |The Los Angeles Terminal Com- 


pany's Fight at Pasadena. 


Something More About That Pacific 
Mail Subsidy Matter. 


The Los Angeles Terminal Company 
is meeting with much opposition in the 
effort to change the location of its 
depot in Pasadena and lay an addi- 


tional track across Colorado street—an | 


improvement considered necessary for 
better service for the public. It appears 
that the greater part of the opposition 
to the project comes from citizens of 
Orange Grove avenue, who keep their 
horses and carriages and bave a fond- 
mess for driving to and from the busi- 
ness part of Pasadena through Colorado 
street. They assert thatthe location 
of the depot on that thoroughfare will 
cause the locomotives to be so near the 
street that their horses will take fright 
and that the location of the tracks as 
desired will result in much switching of 
cars back and forth. Friends of the road 
allege that the people who are obstruct- 
ing the enterprise have no interest in 
the commercial importance of Pasadena 
and Oppose all railroad progress asa 
matter of principle, especially when 
their own convenience or pleasure is at 
stake. They want Colorado street for 
a driveway, though few if any of the 
obstructionists have any proprietary in- 
terests in it. To offset the opposition 
ofthe Orange Grove avenue citizens 
friends of the road have started a peti- 
tion to the Council, signed already by 
225 names, asking that body to grant 
the franchise asked for. e signers 
of this petition realize the fact that the 
Terminal road has done much for Pasa- 
dena and the city should do something 
for the road in reciprocation. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIO AND THE SUBSIDY. 

The Call says that the denial of Third 
Vice-President J. C. Stubbs of the 
Southern Pacific Company that the 
Transcontinental Association pays a 
subsidy to the Pacific Mail Company, 
has been the subject of much discussion.

JOHN J. VALENTINE 


Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express and its 
New President. 
something About the Life, Character and 
Career of a Notable Man—His Great 
Achievements in the Business 
of Transportation. 


The Associated Press dispatch printed 
in Toe Tutzs of yesterday announced 
the election of John J. Valentine to the 
office of president of Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s Express, a position made vacant 
by the resignation of Lioyd Tevis. 

A Mf. Valentine and the great cor- 
poration of which he is now the head 
are both legitimate subjects of public 
interest, some further reference to 
them in the columns of this journal will 
at this time be entirely. apropos. 

Mr. Valentine isa native of Kentucky, 


having been born at Bowling Green in 


that State November 12, 1840. His 
Americap ancestor, John Valentine, 
came to that State from England in 
1640 and was descended from a distin- 
guished family of that name, who had 
their estate at Bendiff Hall, in the 
parish of Eccles, County Lancaster. 
His — grandfather was a soldier of 
the Revolution. | 

Mr. Valentine has gone through the 
usual vicissitudes of the stalwart Amer- 
ican citizen who carves his own way in 
the world. He began his business 
career as a druggist’s clerk, and, as the 
firm with which he was engaged were. 
also express agents in Bowling Green, 
his experience in business dates back to 
1854, a period of thirty-eight years. 
He was with the old Adams Express 
Company in the early days of railroads 
in Kentucky, and came to this State in 
1862, where he was appointed joint 
agent for Wells, Fargo & Company, the 
Pioneer Stage Company and the Califor- 
nia State Telegraph Company at Straw- 
berry Valley, Eldorado county; later he 
was tranferred to Virginia City, Nev., 
as agent there for the Overland Mail 
Company and the Pioneer Stage Com- 

any. 

By this time young Valentine had be- 
gun eee. his employers the stuff he 
was made of, and hence was appointed 
superintendent of the Pioneer Stage 


Company, the most perfectly- equipped 


and managed line in the country. 

Continuing to develop the qualities 
adapted to the great business of trans- 
portation, he was next appointed super- 
intendent of the Pacific Division of 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express, and was 
advanced from time to time until, in 
1868, he was offered a managing posi- 
tion at New York headquarters, but de- 
clined. In the spring of 1869 he was 
again called to New York and appointed 
general superintendent with headquar- 
ters in that city, but the business of the 
corporation being at that time princi- 
pally on the Pacific Coast the general 
office was shortly transferred to San 
Francisco; consequently, since the sum- 
mer of 1870 Mr. Valentine has been a 
resident of California, and during the 
twenty odd vears intervening, between 
that date andthe present no man has 
been more closely identified with the 
State’s interests, 

In 1882 he was made a director of 
the company and its vice-president, and 
soon after the new office of general 
manager was created, which he was 
unanimously elected to fill. . 

From the tte of his career Mr. 
Valentine has manifested his strong, 
natural aptitude for the work to which 
his life is devoted, but his talents are 
of too versatile a character to be en- 
tirely absorbed in ohe particular occu- 
pation. He has found time to prepare 
re Ue each year a summary of the 
produce of gold and silver of the entire 
country, which is comprehensive in its 
research and generally recognized as 
reliable and leading authority on 
the subjects The knowledge thus ac- 
quired, coupled with his zeal for the 
public welfare in every department of 
Government, constrained him in 1891 
to take a lively hand in the newspaper 
discussion then going on over the free 
coinage of silver and his contributions 
on that subject to the press were re- 
markable for clear reasoning, careful 
research and a formidable array of 


statistical figures in support of con- 


clusions, 

The gist of his contention on this sub- 
ject is that, to preserve honest money, 
an absolute parity of values must be 


maintained between gold and silver 


and that this cannot be effected by re- 
moving all restrictions whatever from 
the coinage of silver—the inevitable 
effect of which would be tocreatea 
glut in the home market and depre- 
ciate its value. In other words, a com- 
mercial ratio—an interchangeable pro- 
portion, so to speak, on a traffic basis— 
must be maintained between the gold 
and silver coinage of the country, the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals 


_| being of equal intrinsic and exchange- 


able value, or the output of silver coin- 
age be limited within certain bounds. 
Mr. Valentine is also a man of exten- 
sive and judicious reading, discriminat- 
ing judgment and a wonderfully reten- 
tive memory. Consequently from a 
well-stored mind he marshals facts when 
demanded, in a most felicitous manner. 
He has also the warm spirit of charity 
alive in his bosom, and has identified 
himself with the great charitable move- 
ments of the age by organized efforts 
among the agent’s of his compahy, rais- 
ing in this manner great sums of money 
for distressed communities. Notable 
among them were the sufferers by the 
Ch o fire, 1871; yellow fever at 
Memphis, 1873; overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi, 1874; inundation of Marys-
